MOSCOW (AP) China 
and the Soviet Union ex¬ 
changed bitter charges in, 
unprecedented rival news con¬ 
ferences here Saturday over a 
scuffle in Red Square between 
Russians and Chinese stu¬ 
dents. 

The Chinese produced a 
message from Premier Chou 
En-iai and Foreign Minis l er 
Chen Yi accusing the 
Russians of "bloody repres¬ 
sion" in pre v enting 68 Chinese 
students from placing a 
wreath on the grave of Joseph 
Stalin Wednesday. 

In their news conference the 
Russians charged the incident 
in Red 'Square was a provoca¬ 
tion planned in advance by an 
official of the Chinese 
Embassy. 

MOSCOW <UPX) — A Soviet 
spokesman said telephone 
reports from Peking Saturday 
reported "thousands of 
frenzied Chinese," backed by 
soldiers armed with machine 
guns, have besieged tie 
Russian embassy tor 48 hours, 
shouting for blood.

HONG KONG (UP1) — Japanese reporta- from 
Peking today eaid army units loyal to Mao Tae-tung 
were being dispatched to Sbtklang province, China's 
atomic bomb teat rite, to quell large-scale disturbances 
by an insurgent “August Held Army.” 

A Peking radio broadcast today reported anti-Mao forces 
had thrown China's national railway system Into chaos by 
taking thousands of provincial workers from their Jobs and 
dispatching them to Peking in a form of economic sabotage. 

Earlier reports said llao's forces had won control of the 
major southern city of Canton but were losing their hold on the 
sprawling northern province of Shansi.

The drain df Canadian talent to better-paying jobs in the 
U.S. is a problem that has been given plenty of attention. 
Much less 1* said about the brain drain that benefits Canada 
and other well-off nations at the expense of under-developed 
countTiPs which badly need educated specialists. 

IL stems from human desire for self-betterment but it is 
hampering development of the many have-not nations. 
Ironically, the problem ‘will be enlarged by recent 
immigration legislation in Canada and the U.S. which has 
been hailed as breaking down the color bar. 


The Student notes that there are more Vietnamese medical 
doctors in France than there are in South Vietnam. 

The United States (and Canada, I add) is draining talent 
from western Europe, which makes up the deficit from Asia 

and Africa. 

The U.S. has ended its old immigration quotas with their 
pro-white bias. Lest year Canada's immigration minister 
Marchand announced this country will seek 300,000 skilled 
workers without regard to religion or race. He made the 
announcement in Tokyo, and said Filipinos as well as 
Japanese would be encouraged to Immigrate to Canada.

MOSCOW ll'PU The So\iet 
l n.on Saturday paid homage 
tr* the memories at the three 
Apollo astronauts killed in 
their moonship Friday at Cape 
Kennedy but also took a swipe 
at "the shameful war the 
United States is waging in 
Vietnam.” 

Moscow radio, in a broad* 
cast beamed to North Amer¬ 
ica. said "We in the Soviet 
Union are deeply grieved at 


the new* of the tragedy at 
Cape Kennedy. 

"The courage of Virgjl Gris¬ 
som, Edward White and Roger 
Chaffee .had won our esteem 
and we Join in paying homage 
to their memories,'' the broad¬ 
cast said. 

"\Je send our heartful sym¬ 
pathy to their relatives and 
friends.” 

Moscow radio said the three 
American astronauts "were 
among those who had given 


all their so-ength and knowl - 
edge to the extremely diffi¬ 
cult and novel cause of space 
exploration." 

"Their contribution to this 
noble cause serving human 
progi-eag la highly appreciated 
in this country, which blazed 
the trail into space and which 
ia always urging action to 
guarantee the utilisation of 
space discoveries tor peace¬ 
ful purposes." 

But. the broadcast said. 


while paying tribute to their 
memory "we cannot help men¬ 
tioning another thing." 

"The White House, in its 
statement on their death 
broadcast by the voice of 
America to the Soviet Unmn.

Space Agency 
Looks Ahead 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (API 
- The U.S. space agency is eye¬ 
ing new rocket combinations for 
use in the 1970s to orbit super- 
sized satellites around the earth 
and to fling scientific payloads 
at such distant planets as Venus, 
Mars and Jupiter. 

“Long-range plans through 
1980 show a continuing need for 
automated spacecraft." said 
Robert H. Gray, director of un¬ 
manned launches for the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Kennedy space 
centre. 

The present line-up of rockets 
used for unmanned launches 
"cannot handle some of the 
missions which are program¬ 
med,” he laid in an interview. 

Those challenging goals in¬ 
clude winging a spacecraft past 
Jupiter toward the outer reaches 
of the galaxy In 1972, landing 
scientific instruments on Man 
in 1973 and following up with a 
similar mission to Venus, and 
sending an advanced spacecraft 
on an 18-month trip around the

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PIONEER CITIZEN

This is the year when the pioneer stories comm 
into their own. 

Today , those who came earliest to a new wild 
land, fought its dangers, endured Us hardships, and 
laid for their descendants the foundations of its pres¬ 
ent cities, have all gone, dropping with the passage of 
the century like ripe fruit . 

It is left to their grandsons and their great-grand¬ 
sons and daughters to remember , and to tell the small 
details of the individual tales . 


So it was that I talked with Mr*. 
Maud Fleming, af the Aberdeen 
Hotel on McClure Street. Mrs. 
Fleming is 82, she says, and she and 
her younger sister, Mrs. Lenora 
Newton, now resident in California, 
are the only two children left of 
THomas Fraser York, first white 
man to be born on the mainland of 
British Columbia 

“Only it was New Caledonia then, 
in 1858." said Mr*. Fleming 

There are many ••firsts’' in the 
family record. Grandfather Thomas 
Francis York came out to this 
country on the beautiful sailing to ip 
Princess Royal, on her first voyage 
In 1854. With him was hk wile and 
aeven-ye ir-okl laughter, and on 
board were 24 families, all new 
pioneers. The trip took nine months 
arotmd the Horn. They landed at 
Nanaimo, and the year 1959 saw a 
special service there commemorat¬ 
ing the vessel s arrival 105 years 
before.

He sms there two years, but, 
saya his granddaughter, he didn't 
find any coal—although an early 
account of his life credits him with 
having “developed die coal fields in 
the vicinity." 

Any way, he bcoutfit his family 
bach toll C . and purchased a rustic 
bote] at Fort Yale, where his seoond 
child, the mainland's first white boy, 
was born. This period was followed 
by some four years a* Spuzaum, and 
here York ran the first ferry ever 
operated across the river, an 
extremely hazardous enterprise. 

The kfe was bard at all times. 


the winters vicious. A 46-year-old 
clipping from a Vancouver paper, 
describing the York family's back¬ 
ground. states that during a particu¬ 
larly brutal winter in 1862, the 
miner* were starved out of Spuzzum 
completely, and with many others 
the Yorks were forced to trek back 
over the snow-covered trails to Fort 
Yale, with the babj carried in a 
rocking chair on the back at an 
Indian servant who was developed to 
the family and who called himaelf 
Old York in its honor! 

The next move was to Sum as 
Prairie, where York ranched and 
ran a dairy herd He was also, said 
hU granddaughter the local law 
officer, which once involved him In a 
dramatic episode. 

"I've heard it said ” remarked 
Mrs. Fleming, “that there has never 
been a lynching In B.C. But that's 
wrong.” 

The town was close to the border. 
An Indian had killed an American 
and was in jail awa'ting trial, when 
one night there appeared at the 
York home some 50 masked men. all 
from the other side of the line. They 
demanded that the prisoner be given 
up to them, and when York flatly 
refused, he was overpowered, and 
the Indian snatched from his cell 
and hanged forthwith. 

The boy, Thomas, contrary to 
many pioneer offspring, managed to 
acquire a very good education. An 
enterprising Frenchman had opened 
a private school in Yale, just at the 
right time for Thomas, and when 
the boy was through there he went 
on to St. Louis College in New 
Westminster, which tnstltuttoa was 
later destroyed by fire. 

When be was grown, in recogni¬ 
tion of his position as the province's 
very first native son, he waa pre¬ 
sented with a quarter-section at land 
•t Sum as Prairie, by Premier Wal- 
kem. He married Mias Josephine 
Macdonald, a teacher gt the town's 
first school, and began to farm Ms 
land. 

His bride, who, clad in crinolines 
and "very elegant.” set off on her 
wedding trip by cqnoe, was also of 
pi o neer stock. She had been brought 
to B.C. at toe age of 15 months by 
her father and mother, the former a 
young Soot from San Francisco. The 
couple opened a log cabin hotel at 
Port Douglas, the beginning at the 
famous Cariboo Trail, but when this 
route north was abandoned. Port 
Douglas' business men had perforce 
to move out. The Macdonald family 
left by aoow, settled again at Tala, 
and it was there they first met the 
York*. 

J os eph i ne and Thomas York 
found life on the gift farm a new 
experience. Not an easy one. 
although there was much that was 
re wa rding. The Sumas River was at 
that time an annual threat. There 
were times when it rose under 
heavy rains and melting snow to toe

point where a canoe might be 
floated in through the windows of 
their house! And as if this were not 
enough, toe floods were frequently 
followed by an horrific plague of 
mosquitoes in such dense masses 
that the outside paintwork was 
entirely obscured, and smudges 
must be kept burning at all doors to 
keep toe insects out. 

Thomas, says his daughter Maud, 
found farm work unsatisfactory. It 
wasn't really his metier, and he was 
probably happier when he was 
appointed customs and immigration 
officer for nearby Huntingdon, which 
post he held for many years. 

Once the Job almost cost him his 
life. While endeavouring to collect 
the payment of certain duties from 
a group crossing the border—a 
group whidi was a long way from 
sober—he was forced into a violent 
argument. Suddenly there was a 
■hot. The frightened travellers faded 
swiftly into the night leaving the 
customs officer for dead. Luckily he 
was discovered before it was too 
late, and recovered. 

"But,” aays Maud Fleming, 
“although we were sure he knew, he 
never would say who was guilty!” 

During the first war York tried to 
enlist for overseas, but his age was 
against him. However, he waa 


accepted for toe Railway Servleo 
Guards, and in this cajacity be 
crossed the continent from coast to 
coast many times. 

There were four children: 
Thomas Francis, Mabel Sarah, 
Maud, and Lenora Josephine. Of 
them all. Maud must have re¬ 
sembled her father toe closest, ia 
that she had little use for farm life. 
They were all fond of the horses and 
the dogs, and were all good riders, 
hut Maud used to dream at night of 
toe day when she could leave the 
farm tor good. 

Her opportunity came when she 
was old enough to take a job aa 
i stenographer—with an insurance 
company, and she was still only 21 
when she met and married Pearl 
Fleming. He too was In insurance. 
They came tp Victoria, and their 
two children. Jack Fraser and 
Lorena York, were born here. Jack 
and his father are both gone. 

Maud York Fleming with her 
Pioneer Citizen Certificate on the 
wall of her bedroom lives quietly 
now, die more adventurous days of 
her early youth far behind her. But 
hers is a goodly heritage, and she 
values it.

Much is said and written about- 
usually against - today's youth. 

One of the larger organizations on 
the local scene to effectively substitute 
complaint with positive action is Young 
Life of Canada. Although virtually un¬ 
known to the public at large, this move¬ 
ment, by offering a fresh approach to an 
old problem, has made silent but steady 
strides forward in recent years. 

Young Life’g theory (and it works) 
is simple enough: By encouraging stu¬ 
dents in their teens-the “age of de¬ 
cision" - to investigate the Christian faith, 
YL hopes to keep the youngsters within 
the folds of society; to his benefit and the 
nation’s.

To become a member is quite simple; aB a 
youngster routt do is come. The leaders go about 
their work, originally, by approaching the 
students on the basis at friendship—on their 
‘“home-ground". This may be a hamburger driva¬ 
in, a ball game, a bowling alley, a school play. 
The school principals and other community 
officials are informed of the work and usually are 
enthusiastic in their response. Them is, h o w ever, 
no official connection be tw e en the Young Life 
movement and. any other community organisa¬ 
tion, including the School or church. 

To meet the yowgster in his owe backyard. 
bo to apeak, fas very important. The leaden make 
friends with them. They listen h their problems, 
their joys, sorrows, and so an. After a sufficient 
number baa been gathered, they are invited to a 
“club" meeting In the home of a student 

Here they engage ia skits, a certain amosanl 
af kidding, some stories, and about hal f w ay 
through a trained person takes oner at the piano 
and they sing some of the more rousing and lively 
hymns Carefully selected tar thetr pace, Pleas 
hymns do not actually “swing". But they coma 
close to it I Sometimes one or two of the young 
people are encouraged to bring their own 
instruments along as part of the entertainment. 
Fallowing this, the leader gives an informal talk 
on some basic point of the Christian faith. This 
usually is very short; five, 10 or 15 minutes at the 
moat. 

Then the club breaks up, the kids go home. 

"Now young people nesd some degree of 
activity.” says Jim Sclater, 38, Victoria leader, 
“realizing this, the movement has. over the 
years, acquired s number of camps. There are 
several In the U.S. Some are waterfront camps, 
ohm dudr ranches. The kids are encouraged to 
spend a week of their summer holidays at camp. 
While there, the emphasis ia on fun. TV only 
scheduled activities are the meals and e vening 
okd> meeting. 

"This palm it sops rent to the youngster that 
the Christian faith does not haply a long-faced 
affair but rather involves good clean living and la 
worthwhile both from a social and psychological 
point of view. 

“Aftar they have bean with the movement a 
addle, or have been to camp, they can Join whet 
we call Campaigner groups. Here bey may team 
sho u t the Christian faith In greater depth aval at 
this point they're encouraged to taka part In 
church life. This is not done at the outsat bat 
mif after they have expressed interest." 

The Canadian movement started in ISM la 
Hew Westminster, when Merle Gray, who became 
interested in YL while an exchange tocher in the 
United States, returned and infected five young¬ 
sters with her enthusiasm. From that came 22 
dubs throughout B.C. with an average attendance 
of 70 roughly 1.500 kids each week. But YL 
estimates they actually contact many mors 
because not all can attend regularly Clubs also 
have opened in Calgary and Toronto, with hopes 
at more starting in most major Canadian cities la 
tef ttot-ton-distant future. 

YL has a summer camp In tee province, 
called Malibu. Located na the point where Jervis 
and Princess Lou Ha Inlets merge. 106 miles north 
of Vancouver, Malibu originally was huBf at 
Heavy corf -m-re than R.OfO.flid-as a play- 
V»und at wealthy Americana. It was acquired 
by Young Life at a fraction of its worth when X 
ran Into financial difficulties. 

YL has operated Malibu ever since. In ISM 
more than 3.300 kids from si! oner the northwest 
visited tee camp. K k a pleasurable week: 
Golfing, swimming,^skin-diving, water akXng, 

"They have a voadnM vacation, and look 
forward , to returning as work crew or taler aa 
aounaetiers. It's a very happy busfneaa," says Mr. 
Webb. 

"But we did have some troubles in provldkig 
transports t ton from Vancouver. We had been 
hiring excursion boats, water taxis, and other 
available carft, but this had not proved adequate. 
hsMtlmn the students would set out early, say 
na a Saturday morning, and not reach camp until 
Simday morning. In the Interval they had had 
nothing to eat but the aandwictm they brought, 
and no sleep. 

"So we determined to build a craft at am 
own. Out of this resolution came Malibu Prlnceaa. 
We were fortunate with her. We found sm could 
get the federal subsidy, 35 per cent, and we had a 
boat of good friends who dug into their pockets to 
• considerable extent to pay the rest" 

Malibu Princess has operated very suoce a a 
fully since being launched kt March at last year. 
Built by Allied Shipbuilders Limited and designed 
by Philip F. Spaulding, who designed the B.C. 
government ferries, the 13floo t turbo-charged

Victoria leader Jim Sclater, no oldtfmer 
himself, became interested in Yeung Life white 
attending Lester Pearson High School In N<-vr 
Westminster. He explains: “In toy third'’ and 
fourth years at UBC, whore I finished my 
tawfer graduate degree <BA>. I led a club at 
Princess Margaret High School in Surrey Upon 
graduating, I Joined the staff of YL in 
Westminster, coming to Victoria two years ago, 
upon obtaining my MA. 

"Why have I chosen this work” I befiexe my 
investment of my life in Yt. gives me tha 
opportunity to carry out my Christian resjmnsi- 
blllty to the ne-riv 50 per cent of our nation 
under 25. I want them to have the chance «t 
investigating the claims of the Christian faith v* 
their lives can be based on something solid in <iur 
fast-changing culture. 

“The specialised ministry YL has undertnken 
allow* us to torus on *he most roh—rve 
sociological unit in our Western world the hirit 
school groHO. This Is whom i wish to sne--* my 
efforts, and It is a delightful group to be with."

Whde toe creeks have bean proapected, toe 
timbered slopes bunted and logged, toe Jumble of 
glaciers, peaks nnd spires, mtny taller than 
10,000 feet, are known only to a group of hardy 
mountaineers.

Doubtless before many more years have 
passed access roads and other conveniences will 
invite “Everyman” to enjoy mountain splendor 
unmatched on tbit continent. 

East Kootenay is young, even in die history 
af our young province. David Thompson saw Lake 
Windermere in 1807; he was followed by traders 
and missionaries. But after the gold rush Into 
Wild Hone Creek had subsided by 1880 toe 
country reverted to an uninhabited wikteman. 
There remained but 11 settlers in all East 
Kootenay and there was not a single house in the 
whole of West Kootenay except on die Dick Fry 
ranch at Bonner’s Ferry, Idaho. 

In 1190, Harold E. Forster, an ardent 
mountaineer, whose climbs are re c orded In The 
Belkirb Range, by A. O. Wheeler. FRGS. Ottawa. 
1MB, made Glacier House bis headquarters ter 
climbs in toe Selkirks. 

On one expedition, Forster widt two com¬ 
panions made the Brat ascent of Mount Sugarloaf. 
10,333 feet From its summit a rooky spire SO 
miles away attracted their attention. They called 
it The Thumb, now Farnum Tower, 11,003 feet. 
Little did Forster dream diet within a few years 
thi Famum group of mountains would be almost 
at his back door.

Water from a hillside 
spring was fitted to an elevated tank by a 
hydraulic ram and a Felton wheel using water 
from Forster Creak drove ■ g ener a tor te charge 
batteries fumfahtof the house with power, tha 
that eiectricsfiy lighted bourn to die valley. 

Existing kg buildings ware put kilo good 
eondftion as quartan far tbe outside help, an 
English gardener, a c ar pe n t e r, an aB-round ranch 
band and a chore boy for mfihtag and odd Jobe.

decrease genera! tood production, and (4) by 
effects on certaki tissues, especially ruptotaj, 
directly decrease the ahflity of fish to ninto." 

As an indication of bow far the tnlHag may 
travel, the report tells of aue case where; SVen 
though they are discharged Into tidal waters, 
"there have been complaints to the aflbct that 
fishing gear and equipment located several miles 
away are fouled, and their efficiency reduced, by 
fines fraen this operation.” 

The matter, therefore, was of serious concern 
both to ifce federal department and to the ito and 
wildlife branch of the provincial deportnamt af 
recreation and conservation. Both have bsea 
Involved in the Bensoa Lake operation. 

Consideration was given to Impoundbig the 
tailings in a settling pond, where the solid anatter 
would descend to the bottom, and dear water 
flow over the walk into tbs tonaisi River. This 
was rejected for several reasons, mainly because 
no suitable place for such a pond add be framd.

One of the major problems facing Canada today w 
pollution control. It is a problem that reaches, in several 
forms, all across the country. 

Much of the pollution is done unthinkingly and un¬ 
knowingly by persons quite innocent in their intentions; 
some is done deliberately and wilfully with knowledge 
of, but complete unconcern for what the results may be; 
and some occurs despite the best efforts of those in¬ 
volved, who know what is taking place and are doing 
their utmost to eliminate the harm that is being done. 

This is the story of an effort at pollution control 
which is taking place at a relatively small mine tucked 
away among the hills of northern Vancouver Island- 
Most people on the Island have never heard of it Fewer 
still have ever seen it, nor are they likely to. But because 
it is in mi obscure location, set on a small scale and 
touches only a single facet of the overall problem it will, 
perhaps, illustrate the great complexity of the total 
problem and indicate the expenditure of both time and 
money that will be required if it is to he overcome, in all 
its forms, across the nation.

Since only about lour miles of the 
river are outside Park boundaries Mr. Klertuui 
would have done much better to seek ways to 
Include the entire length at the Burman River hi 
tee park rather than casually use Its upper 
reaches as bargaining material.

A brief check at the provincial archives tee 
other day failec to unearth any Burmans in the 
province except for a Baber man. who. accord ng 
to the Cbionist of Jan. t, 1897. died suddenly after 
eating meat which Iris shipmates had refused.

fe the laboratory result* are excellent. In the 
lahe, h o we v er, they are stiH doubtful. The 
chemical solution, carefully omttroDed at the mill, 
te carried by it* own pip* to the outfall box af the 


lake, where it te mixed with the tailings. Oust ta 
the company fe estimated to be $7,000 a month. 

The waters of the lake, clear this summer, 
are now cloudy again. Much of it, of course, m 
caused by the runoff from the rivers entering the 
lake, carrying with them everything that te being 
washed down by the heavy fall rains. But, 
company officials admit, there is evidence that 
some of the mine tailings are still suspended to 
the water at the top of the lake. 

Actual effect at the mine's operation on the 
fish papulation at the river system is impossible 
to eatlmate. It earn only be assumed, based on 
experiences el sewhere, that k is harmful. 
Stephenson claim there are now more trout than 
ever before In Benaon Lake. This, however, ta 
merely an opinion. Hard as it te to believe the 
fish suffer no ill effects from what has taken 
place. It te even more difficult to believe It haa 
been beneficial to them. 

‘The problem should be studied further," 
■aya L L. Withler, fisheries biologist with the fita 
and wildlife branch, “but we are now reasonably 
pleased with the operation of this disposal 
system." 

Nor can the federal fisheries department say 
definitely what te the effect on the salmon, the 
fish far which the department Is responsible. The 
main reason te taortage of staff, making tt 
impassible to assign someone to specific problems 
tike that at Benaoa Lake. 

"We haw only three men m this field in the 
whole province," says Jackson. “We could use a 
minimum of 20." 

Even thougtf the present experiment hasn’t, 
a* yet, shown itself to be a complete success, it 
cannot yet be written off as a failure. Progress 
has been made, testa win continue and change* 
will follow. But what, Jackson wab asked, if tt 
doesn't work?

JET ROULETTE 


If you read this book by ttie 
fireside, in a comfortable armchair, 
you will find it disturbing. Should 
you try It in an equally comfortable 
seat six or seven milies up in the jet 
highways you may find it even more 
disturbing but, no matter where y«u 
sit, you will find it thought pro¬ 
voking. 

The author, when he refers to 
seats, is concerned, primarily, that 
in toe case of jets It Doess't Matter 
Where Vos Sit. Therefore, if you are 
contemplating a jet flight this book 
may dissuade you and perhaps with 
good reason for author Fred Me* 
Clcment has covered the field of jet 
disasters with remarkable clarity 
and forthrightness. 

The major Jet calamities that 
haw occurred within toe last six 
years have perturbed even toe 
abnormally eomplacent, but to 
study, in detail, the investigations 
and findings of international aero¬ 
nautics boards into the cause of 
these accidents is to realize another 
meaning to “Fly Now and Pay 
Later." 

The history of commercial Jet 
airliners is quite short. They started 
in 1959 and by mid-1969 has been 
involved In 190 accidents, 55 at 
which were holocausts taking the 
fives of 2,354 people. These flgisea

What 
will be public reaction if similar 
accidents occur when they unleash 
the giants capable at carrying 290 to 
1,900 passengers? 

Have we gone too far too fast? 
Are Jets too fast to withstand metal 
fatigue? Are they aerodynatnically 
stable? Are their fuel tasks likely to 
explode in the vicinity of thunder¬ 
storms and lightning? ‘ Is their 
behavior in air turbulence predict¬ 
able and controllable? Are they too 
big for their runways? This book 
may not have all the answers but It 
has some very definite opinions.—CL
